The toll
operator Is called in the usual way and
this detail of the transaction is closed
with the operator saying, "Thank you,
Mr. Smith, we will call you."

But then enters the new method. ' Mr.
Smith in New Haven is calling
in Hartford, let us say. The New Ha-ve- n

toll operator calls Hartford, gives
tho number desired and the Connection
between the operators isxmaintained till
the Hartford foperator establishes that
the line desired is not busy.' Then she
reports to ;New, Haven ' that- - she Js"ringing." , The New Haven ' operator
responds with the word "Right" and at
once rings up the calline subscriber.

If the calling subscriber answers be-
fore the calls dsubscriber a

ven operator reports that the person de-
sired is being called and requests thj
line be held. The caller then Ways on
the line while . the Hartford ODrator
continues her work on the call, leaving
the' cords connected so that the calling
parts, who is holding the line, can
hoar all that Js said, by the operators
and between the operator and they sta-
tion called. '".,

Of course, the new practice will not
apply to calls cn which a busy report
is received and is not applicable' to "ap-
pointment" and some other classes cf
calls. ..

The new practice has been in use In
an experimental way, and has .proved
popular among telephone .users because
ot the advantages they derive.
